A decision on Hull, by far the 


WHA's top name attraction, is 
expected soon.

Seeking alternatives

Dear Dr. Lamb—I donate 


blood to a blood bank once 
or twice a year. Do they 
check for syphilis? Should I 
be secure in not having a 
disease since I give blood? 
I recently broke up with a 
man I expected to marry as 
I am quite sure he's been 
cheating on me. I'm not pro- 
miscuous. I do get a physical 
about every six months. 
Would my doctor k n o w 
through lab tests and pelvic 
exams that I am in good 
health. I'm in my 40s and am 
ashamed to say that I know 
so little about this subject. 
I do read about it and it 
scares me although I haven't 
any physical evidence to 
warrant my worries. 


Dear Reader — Yes, the 


blook bank tests all blood it 
collects for syphilis. In the 
first few weeks of infection 
the tests can be negative 
and sometimes in individuals 
who have had it for several 
years, the tests can be nega- 
tive. But with regular ex- 
aminations such as you de- 
scribed it is most unlikely 
that you would have a nega- 
tive test and still have 
syphilis. 


Although a blood- test is 


now being developed for gon- 
orrhea, at present it is not 
available and the test hasL. 
to be made from a culture 
obtained during the pelvic 
examination. Without the cul- 
ture test the pelvic examina- 
tion might be negative and 
the woman still could have 
gonorrhea. 


About 80 per cent of the 


women who have gonorrhea 
have no symptoms, which is 


one reason that the disease 
has gotten out of hand and 
exists in epidemic proper- 
lions in this country. A new 
office culture test method is 
available now which should 
make it easy for practicing 
doctors to determine if a 
woman has gonorrhea or not, 
even if she has no symptoms 
and there's no good evidence 
of it on the physical exatni- 
nation. If you're worried 
about it, why don't you ask 
your doctor \o test you for it. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Is there 


anything that can be done 
to remove a keloid scar. Re- 
cently I had some moles re- 
moved from my face and 
back and now they have 
healed into a keloid scar. My 
doctor says they are heredi- 
tary. They just look terrible. 


Dear Reader — A keloid 


scar is an overgrowth of the 
scar tissue even to the point 
of forming masses or tu- 
mors. They more often occur 
before age 35 and particu- 
larly in individuals with dark 
skin. 


If they are cut away, there 


is a great chance that they 
will just come bat* again, 
unless they are done in later 
years and then, with in- 
creased age, they are less 
likely to recur. 


For this reason, most doc- 


tors who remove, keloid scars 
like to use X-ray or other 
treatment over the fresh op- 
eration area, and for some- 
time thereafter to try to 
prevent a recurrence of the 
keloids. X-ray therapy is not 
very beneficial in treating an 
old keloid and usually must 
be used with new surgery.

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North Vietnam: 'Ant power' at work 


Editors Note: AP Special 


Correspondent Peter Arnett, 
the winner of a PuliUer Prite 
in eight years of war reporting 
from South Vietnam, has just 
completed his first visit to 
North Vietnam. In the following 
story he describes the "ant 
power" of the North Vietna- 
mese war effort and the won- 
der of a visitor, wonder not at 
the destruction of U.S. bombing 
but at the survival power of the 
North Vietnamese.

If you have wondered why 


the North Vietnamese can con- 
tinue to fight on despite the big- 
gest bombing campaign in the 
history of war, then ride with 
three U.S. pilots and me down 
the roads south of Hanoi and 
find out. 


Our destination was Nam 


Dinh City and the Phat Diem 
Cathedral, both severely bomb- 
ed, and showplaces of the de- 
structive power of the Ameri- 
can air campaign. Jane Fonda 
and Ramsey Clark had been 
there. Now it was the turn of 
the three pilots Just released 
from a prisoner-of-war camp — 
Navy Lts. Mark Garttey and 
Norris Charles, and Air Force 
Major Edward Ellas — and 
myself. 


But long before we reached 


our destination we were shak- 
ing our heads in wonder, not at 
the destructive power of the 
bombs from the sky but at the 
survival power of the people on 
the ground. 


The pilots' previous view of 


North Vietnam was from the 
skies above. For yean I had 
watched from the vantage point 
of South Vietnam. 


Now here on the ground as 


we rolled along the narrow 
highways in the dark hours be- 
fore dawn, the cliches came 
true. 


Here was the "ant power" 


that Pentagon experts theorized 
lay behind Hanoi's ability to 
keep supplies and men moving 
to the southern war fronts. 
Where bombs had scored direct 
hits on railway cars on the 
tracks paraUettng the road, 
dark shapes hammered at 
twisted wreckage, while other 
figures carried material and 
dumped it into the craters. As 
dawn came and we passed 
through the railroad junction of 
severely bombed Phu Le, we 
saw that the dark shapes were 
women and they weren't even 


using buckets; they Were carry- 
ing mud in their bare hands to 
fill the craters in, and they 
seemed to be enjoying it. 


This "ant power" was every- 


where. Whereas in South Viet- 
nam the war has denuded the 
countryside of population and 
sent people scurrying into the 
cities, in the North it is the re- 
verse, and they swarmed on 
the highway. 


Walking or riding bicycles 


along lonely road's in South 
Vietnam at night can mean 
death or capture. But in the 
North, nighttime is the logical 
time to travel for the faint- 
hearted, or for the supply con- 
voys, because it affords protec- 
tion from the planes that fly 
above. 


The key to the use of the 


night is simply that there are 
no guerrillas to harrass the 
convoys or Mow up the sup- 
plies. In North Vietnam the 
war is only tram the air. 


That is why I observed no 


barbed wire anywhere, no bar- 
ricaded militia outposts or for- 
tified bunkers. Except for when 
the planes came over, the 
North Vietnamese countryside 
looked positively bucolic. But 
few things are ever what they 
seem, and Ellas, who piloted a 
reconnaissance plane before he 
was shot down five months ago, 
enlightened me. 


"See those grave mounds?" 


Elias asked as we waited under 
the trees for a ferry to cross a 
river where a bridge had been 
destroyed. About 100 yards 
away, buffalo grazed quietly 
around the heaps of earth. 


"They're antiaircraft pits 


with the muzzles down," Elias 
said. "Let a plane come over 
and they'll stick up their snoots 
and blast away. And those 
things are difficult to spot in 
pictures. It would take a very 
expert and very lucky PI 
(photo interpreter) to see 
them." 


The discoveiy of the flak 


sites and the industrious people 
were 
possibly 
predictable 


enough. 
Enough 
American 


planes get shot down each week 
to adequately suggest the ex- 
tent of the antiaircraft fire. 
And "people power" has long 
been known as North Vietnam's 
most important commodity. 


What was mindbending to the 


freed pilots was the extent of 
North Vietnam's visible supply 
chain. From the time we left 
the outskirts of Hanoi at 4 a.m.

Elliott explained, "I sincerely feel that the fair's success 
lies in the superb craftmanship for which War Eagle is 
noted, and also the exceptional beauty of the area." 


The 140-year-old Elliott home is symbolic of many 


vanished primitive Oearks villages, and housed many of 
the arts and crafts exhibits during the first fair in 1954. 
Other exhibits at that time were placed in the old village 
store, which served the needs of a bustling community 
before the turn of the 20th century. 


How did the fair come about? Mrs. Elliott explained 


that it was conceived and perpetuated by natives as a 
tribute to their forefathers who came to the Arkansas 
Ozarks before statehood. "Our show is authentic and 
staged without fanfare or make-believe, and strives to 
give recognition to deserving artists and craftsmen." 


A group known as the Northwest Arkansas Hand- 


weavers Guild originated the idea for the fair from a 
weaving school in 1953. A weaving exhibit was opened to 
the public at the close of the school, which generated so 
much enthusiasm and admiration that the guild con- 
ceived an arts and crafts exhibition representing all the 
Oearks The Ozarks Arts and Crafts Fair Association 
eventually took over sponsorship of the event and has 
been directing it ever since. 


Attendance at the first fair exceeded all expectations, 


with 2 259 visitors and 35 exhibitors registered from 21 
states.' One estimate had 5,000 in attendance. 


This year's fair will feature the works of artists and 


craftsmen from Arkansas, Oklahoma, Missouri and 
Kansas. Some 400 booths will be displayed in the three 
large circus-type tents and main building. 


The fair will open each day at 9 a.m. and close at 5

one morning to our return at 8 
p.m. the next night we con- 
stantly encountered 
vehicle 


convoys, rows of stacked am- 
munition alongside the road- 
sides and gasoline drums. 
These were stretched out along 
the ISO miles we drove, and 
other foreign visitors in Hanoi 
at the time attested they saw 
similar scenes on different 
roads. 


During daylight »hr vehicles 


were casually parKe- under the 
inevitable line of trees at rr ad- 
side. On some long, straight 
stretches of highway we count- 
ed as many as 40 trucks. 


They seemed extremely vul- 


nerable, but Charles com- 
mented, "We could never see 
those things from the air. And 
the moment someone comes 
down to get a better look them 
— Warn, man." 


This simple roadside cover 


hid ammunition caches up to 1,- 
000 cases in size, according to 
my fast counts from the mov- 
ing automobile. Particularly no- 
ticeable were concentrations of 
supplies at bombed-out railway 
crossings. 


In the evenings as the trucks 


began to move south loaded 
with supplies, the whole oper- 


ation reminded me of a huge 
glacier forcing itself slowly but 
surely down a mountain valley. 


Reflecting on the scenes one 


evening at H rest house in Ninh 
Binh province, Gartley said, "I 
used to fly over this place and 
it seemed uninhabited. But 
look, it is teeming with life." 


Gartley later said, "All the 


pilots really have for targets 
are the cities, the bridges and 
the railways. Yet the North 
Vietnamese move out from the 
cities and use these back 
roads." 


Elias said, "It is technology 


against ideology. I just wonder 


how far technology can go be- 
cause the Vietnamese habit- 
ually beat it." He mentioned 
that Hanoi has found a partial 
answer to the threat of the la- 
ser-guided "smart" bombs that 
can zero in accurately on 
targets. 
"The North Vietnamese put 


up smoke around the target. If 
you don't see it you can't hit 
it," Elias said. 


The North Vietnamese glorify 


in their ability to outwit the 
U.S. planes. 


"You have to fight this war 


with intelligence, not with com- 
puters," Prime Minister Pham 


Van Dong toM the antiwar ac- 
tivists who went to Hanoi to 
pick up the released pilots. 
"The computers merely multi- 
ply man's stupidities thousands 
of times," he said, rocking for- 
ward in his chair with a know- 
ing smile. 


I was wondering how a com- 


puter could determine the num- 
ber of handf ids of mud required 
to fill a bomb crater, or the 
manpower needed to load and 
unload supplies that are leapf- 
rogged from train to train 
across the bombed out portions 
of track each night on the way 
south. 


But all those bombs raining 


on North Vietnam are dropping 
somewhere, and in interviews 
with top officials I got the im- 
pression that severe damage is 
being done. 


"Whole cities have been de- 


stroyed. 
Hospitals, 
schools, 


churches have been destroyed. 
There have been so many vic- 
tims," said Premier Dongn 
when the antiwar activists 
asked if the American people 
could help contribute to recon- 
struction.

sweatily into crowds. And nev- 
er, never does he loosen his tie 
or unbutton his jacket. 


Agnew calls it "an intelligent 


campaign" on his part, particu- 
larly under "the campaign situ- 
ation that exists." And that sit- 
uation is, simply, the OOP's 
commanding lead in the polls. 


•Trended activity," he says, 


"is one of the traditional politi- 
cal devices to use at a time of 
crisis." 


The Agnew of 1072 seems 


much more at ease, even with 
his old adversaries among the 
media. He has held as many as 
four news conferences in three 
days, and on most flights he 
saunters back to the press sec- 
tion of the plane for chitchats 
ranging from the Vietnam war 
to his love of tennis. For one 
such occasion, he broke out a 
jar 
of 
fresh, 
homemade 


cookies. 


Agnew explains: "I think we 


live in a media-oriented nation, 
and we might as well utilise 
that very effective means of 
communication." 


Moreover, Agnew's speech- 


making has taken on some al- 
most unrecognisable qualities. 
In the past two weeks his re- 
marks have come, "to keep 
from boring myself," to be 
more and more off-the-cuff, 
compared with his strict adhe- 
rence to texts in earlier days. 
And the speeches prepared by 
his own staff, rather than the 
Nixon writers who followed him 
in 1970, are devoid of the allite- 
rations ("nattering nabobs of 
negativism") and invented 
words ("Radiclibs") which 
came to be Agnew trademarks. 


For the most part, his has 


been a litany not on person- 
alities but the administration's 
record, although he has built 
quite a store of one-linen about 
McGovem, Shriver and Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy for use be- 
fore 
particularly 
partisan 


crowds.
